other. thes(* crossings are being eliminated as rapidly a.. | 
possible, many millions being (*xpemh*d for this purpose. 
In this state* no pro\ision has hee*n made for the* <*lim- 
ination of these death traps, but tin* state liighway com­ 
mission has been attempting to r(*move th(*m in eve ry pos­ 
sible case, whe*n reiaels are impre>ve*el anel e hanges e»l renite* 
are aelvisahle* and peissihU*.

are arouseel tei the menace of the graele ereissing and some* 
plan of eliminatieen has been worked out he*tween the .state 
and the railroads, the highway commission remains prac­ 
tically the emly agency on wliie'h we* may ele*penel feir this 
weirk.

Brazos Takes Long Step Forward 


Taxpayers of Brazos county, by mort* than six to one, 
voted {Saturday for tho good roads program which had 
been put up to tho citizenship, and approved a bond issue 
of $1,100,000 for this improvement. 
The wide approval 
riven the proposition is shown by the record of the vote, 
but three election precincts of the county voting against 
It and the vote from the rural sections, outside ot Bryan and 
College Station, being almost two to one tor the issue. 
The result of the election was conclusive evidence not 
only that the people of Brazos approve* good roads and 
want them for this county but that they had the good busi­ 
ness judgment to realize thai an unusually favorable prop 
osition had been made by the state highway c o m m i s s i o n 
in the matter of Highways (I and 21, on Which the state 
will spend from $.‘1 to $1 for every dollar put up bv the 
county. 
. . . 
There is no question, either, hut that the adion ot the 
campaign committee iii seeing to it that tin* program el 
lateral road improvement was written into the election 
petition, thus making it mandatory on the county commis­ 
sioners court to spend the money for this purpose as slip* 
ulated, had a general favorable effect. 
This assurance 
that the money would be expended as agreed on in con­ 
ference between representatives from* every election pre­ 
cinct and the county commissionrs court did much to over­ 
come the suspicion engendered as a result of alleged mis­ 
representation and broken promises in the past, in regard 
to road improvement. 
The high plane on which the campaign was placed in 
the beginning, when the residents of tin* county w'ere ask­ 
ed to consider all phases of the matter seriously ami ca bil­ 
ly and then, if they did not believe it would bo good for 
all sections of the county, to vote it down, was a favor <>l 
great importance in determining the result. 
The fact that 
this high plane was not departed from; that all possible 
facts and figures were presented to the voters oi the coun­ 
ty, that they might inform themselves and vote intelligent­ 
ly their convictions in the matter; that personalities were 
avoided and high pressure methods wholly discarded, 
made friends for the issue from the* beginning ot the cam­ 
paign and undoubtedly was of great influence in deter­ 
mining the final result. 
Perhaps the most important feature of the election, 
as the returns are analyzed, is the fact that the rural pre­ 
cincts of the county voted for the issue almost two to one. 
This must be taken as conclusive evidence not only that 
the residents of these sections realize the economic and 
social,importance of good roads, but th at they are of a 
progressive mind and are sold on the importance of build­ 
ing up one big community in which all the* people will be 
shoulder to shoulder in I he effort to solve all problems ot 
importance and to march forward to greater accomplish­ 
ments. 
The campaign has done much to tear down the 
intangible barrier that too often divides town and country 
and to build up a community interest that should he of 
untold value in years to come. 
This sense of mutual in­ 
terest and greater confidence is, in the filial analysis, the 
most important result of the campaign.

Elim inate Grade Crossings 


In an address made yesterday in Houston IL S. Ster­ 
ling, chairman of tin* s t a t e highway commission, modi' an 
appeal to the people to not be too selfish in their et torts to 
hold present highway routes or to compel the commission 
to follow' certain routes regardless of whether they be 
proper from an engineering point of view' or safest tor a 
steadily increasing load of traffic. 
In particular Mr. Sterling called attention to the many 
death traps that mark the highways of Texas, the increas­ 
ing death toll in this and other states from this cause, and 
the necessity for rerouting roads in such a fashion its to 
eliminate grade crossings, w hich annually take a steadily 
increasing number of lives. 
In many states the movement for the elimination ol 
grade crossings is being carried on with growing interest 
on the part of the citizenship. 
In New York state, where 
more progress has been made iii this direction than in any 
oilier, these crossings are being eliminated as rapidly as 
possible, many millions being expended for this purpose. 
In this state no provision has been made for tin* e l i m ­ 
ination of t h e s e death traps, but the state highway com­ 
mission has been attempting to remove them in every pos­ 
sible case, when roads are improved and changes of r o u t e 
are advisable and possible. 
Until the people of the state 
are aroused to the menace of th** grade crossing and some 
plan of elimination has been worked out between the state 
and the railroads, the hiehway commission remains prac­ 
tically the only agency on which we may depend for this 
work. 
And in their e f f o r t s along this line the members 
of the commission should have tin* support ot the citizen­ 
ship since what they are trying to do is to prevent a w holly 
unnecessary waste of human life*.

One month from today, on the Hist day of October, 
the Brazos county fair, sponsored and staged by Earl Gra­ 
ham Post, No. 159, American Legion, will be opened.

Legion has gone about this work unselfishly, with no hope* 
of it returning any material profit, but solely with th*’ 
thought of developing agriculture in Brazos county. 
In a statement to the public the Legion says, ‘‘Desir­ 
ous of helping to improve Brazos county agriculture, and 
believing that a county fair is conducive to this end, in 
that it brings before the public the best from the farm, t in* 
home, the garden, and the ranch, the American Legion

The decision of the organization which brought the 
road improvement program, approved by the voters of 
Brazos county iii overwhelming fashion last Saturday, to 
their intention to remain in existence until the work of 
building the proposed roads has been completed and to co­ 
operate with all officials to the end that the work shall 
be done as planned and well and economically done, must 
be regarded as a wise one. 
This committee, which has worked during the past 
few months with only the progress and betterment of the 
entire community in mind, has gathered a knowledge of 
the situation that should serve ii in good stead in acting 
in an advisory capacity. 
It has been responsible, in a 
large way, for the working out of the program, and in 
making the campaign for the proposed road improvement 
and the approval of the bond issue to finance ii, pledged 
tho voters of the county that th** program would be carried 
out as agreed between rural precinct representatives and 
the county commissioners court and aa between members 
of the committee and the state highway commission. 
It is entirely fitting and should work to tho benefit 


Concrete evidence of the importance, from a purely 
financial point of view, in eliminating fire hazards as near­

held within the figure necessary to obtain the remitting 
of the penalty which has been affixed as the result of 
heavy losses in former years.
